Set in the heart of the 
lush rainforest atop a cliff overlooking the Datai Bay, the gallery 
displays fine works of Ibrahim Hussein, Malaysia’s most famous 
contemporary artist.

Visitors can also view other species of aquatic life at the 
Underwater World Langkawi, which is one of the largest 
oceanariums in Asia. Located at Pantai Cenang, it features more 
than 5000 marine and freshwater fish such as the exotic Jacks, 
Seaturtles, Triggers and Damsel Fish. You can also walk through a 
tunnel tank which contains sharks, snappers, moray eels, giant 
groupers, etc. 


A popular tourist spot is 
the Mahsuri Mausoleum. 
Located about 12 km from 
Kuah the Mausoleum marks 
the spot where Mahsuri was 
buried. According to legend 
when Mahsuri lay dying after 
being executed over a false 
accusation of adultry, she laid 
a curse on the island that it 
would not prosper for seven 
generations. VVhatever the 

reason, economic or legend, Langkawi’s meteoric success only came 
around recently. 

The Field of Burnt Rice at Padang Matsirat is another 
popular tourist venue. According to legend, Langkawi’s supply of 
rice was buried in order to thwart the invading Thai’s and cause 
them to starve. Today burnt rice grains still appear whenever there's 
a heavy downpour. 

Another intriguing legend is the Lake of the Pregnant 
Maiden which is located in the heart of the Pulau Dayang 
Bunting (Island of Pregnant Maiden), the second largest island 
after Pulau Langkawi. The lake is a popular place where barren 
women would ‘come to drink the waters so much so that some 
people attribute subsequent:pregnancy to its mystical powers. 

There are also newly created tourist destinations. One of 
which is the Book Village Malaysia. Located about |5 minutes 
drive from Kuah, PUSS EaR eng of the lush rainforest at the

You can 
explore this maze of islands and 
be rewarded with secret channels, 
secluded breathtaking bays and 
inlets, eerie caves, coves and 
intriguing legends. At Pulau 
Singa Besar (Singa Besar Island) Eagle Square 
there’s a wild life sanctuary and 
the sedimentary rocks which reputed to be amongst the oldest in 
Malaysia going back 500 million years. Pulau Rebak is a popular 
docking place for yachts. Other islands of interest include Pulau 
Tuba and Pulau Bumbon which are favourite spots for snorkelling, 
scuba-diving and fishing. 

Apart from the fun and adventure amidst nature, another 
favourite pursuit is none other than shopping. Kuah town is great 
for duty-free shopping. The plentiful shopping mall’s and arcades, 
strategically located are definitely a shopper’s haven. You can browse 
for gifts and souveniers that leave unforgettable impressions.Among 
the favourite choices are crystalwares, silver and brasswares, 
basketry, ceramics, woodcarvings, hand-painted batik, hand-woven 
textiles, etc.

and paradise islands. The very mention of beaches and islands one’s 
mind would naturally linger to the legendary isle of Langkawi. One 
of Langkawi’s best beaches is Tanjung Rhu which is located 22 km 
from Kuah.

Pantai Cenang, about 18.4 km from Kuah is the 
liveliest stretch on the island with restaurants and 
food outlets offering wide selection of local treats as 

well as continental fare. This long stretch of white sandy 
beach flanked by coconut palms provide ample lodging 
facilities ranging from simple A - frame huts to five star luxury 
hotels. Further south of Pantai Cenang is Pantai Tengah with more 
lodgings and souvenir outlets. 

The most ideal retreat for sunbathing and swimming is Pantai 
Kok which is 24.8 km away from Kuah. The crystal clear water and 
the white powdering sand infringed by swaying palms are indeed a 
natural haven for those seeking solitude. 

The 1.5 km long stretch of white sandy beach of Datai Bay is 
another tranquil retreat. The Golf Club, Datai Bay offers players 
breathtaking beauty as well as a quality golfing experience.

curry), “sayur keladi” and “pekasam”. “Nasi ulam” is another local 
food which is equally tantalising. This authentic dish is prepared by 
blending rice with varied fresh veges and spices. Among the locals, 
nasi ulam is a must on the menu particularly during the fasting. 
month of Ramadhan. 

Pulut or glutinous rice is an all time favourite of the 
northerners. It is taken with fruits such as mango, durian and even 
banana. They also make fine desert after a hefty dinner or lunch. 
Other pulut delicacies are “pulut 
sambal”, “pulut inti” and “tapai 
pulut”. However, it is not complete 
if visitors fail to try the famous 
“‘Laksa”’-rice noodles taken with a 
preparation of thick fish gravy and 
cucumber, onion and shoots. 

Make a stop at Pekan Rabu 
in Alor Setar for traditional crafts, 
souvenirs and also traditional Malay 
sweet.cakes. Most sought after cakes 
are” baulu”and the “dodol’’-a 
preparation of coconut, sugar and 
flour.

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edah, by virtue of research and historical findings, is the most 
ancient state in the country. The present Royal family can trace 
back its line to the Hindu times.
